Agustus Wirt 


Agustus C. Wirt was born in 
Lancanster County, Pennsyl- 
vania on Oct. 23, 1814. Mr. 
Wirt, a tailor by trade, married 
Jerusha Brennan in Blooming- 
ton, Ohio in 1840. Jerusha was 
born in Indiana in 1822. 

The Wirts moved to Illinois 
where their first child, Andrew, 
was born in October 1842. In 
the spring of 1843, they started 
for Oregon, but got only as far 
as Council Bluffs, Iowa, because 
the leader of their company 
took the wrong road. They 
spent the winter in Savannah, 
Mo. In March 1844, their 
daughter, Annie, was born. In 
June 1844, they resumed their 
journey and arrived safely in 
the vicinity of where Portland 
now stands on Nov. 10, 1844. 
They spent the winter in Ore- 
gon City. 

During the winter, Wirt and 
two other men hired an Indian 
canoe and came down to As- 
toria and Clatsop to look for a 
place to locate. Wirt found an 
old friend, Mr. Perry, on Clat- 
sop and Perry, Trask and Mor- 
rison offered to give Wirt a 
portion of their claims if he 
would be a neighbor. This 
generous offer was accepted 
and Wirt at once set about 
building his log cabin located 
about three miles south of Lex- 
ington (where Warrenton High 
School is now). 


Early in the spring of 1845, 
Wirt employed Samuel "Ticky" 
Smith to move his family to 
Clatsop in his plunger. Smith 
landed at the Indian village 
where Fort Stevens now stands. 
From there, Elbridge Trask 
moved Wirt’s family to their 
new home on Clatsop. Two 
more children, Noyes and Mary, 
were born in their Clatsop 
home. 

In the fall of 1848, Wirt left 
for the California gold rush 
where he spent six months and 
returned with $3,000 in gold 
dust.

In the summer of 1849, Wirt 
traded his farm to Sam Gar- 
diner for a farm at Fort Clat- 
sop along the Lewis and Clark 
River. Clatsop was still Indian 
territory with 15 Clatsop vil- 
lages and a few of them un- 
friendly. Mrs. Wirt refused to 
move Out into the country, so 
Mr. Wirt bought a block - 
about an acre - in Lexington 
(now Skipanon) for which he 
paid $700. The Wirt family 
moved into a log cabin there 
and Mrs. Wirt gave birth to 
their fifth child, Philip, in Feb- 
tuary 1850. 

Mrs. Wirt developed puer- 
peral fever and died. She was 
one of the first to be laid to 
rest in the old Clatsop ceme- 
tery. Mr. Wirt was left with 
five children under eight years 
of age. In August 1850, Wirt 
married Susan Kimball, who 
was a survivor of the Whitman 
massacre when she was 16 years 
old and witnessed her father 
being murdered by the Indians. 

In 1850, Wirt sold his block 
in Lexington located where S.E. 
Anchor Avenue curves into 
S.E. 13th. David and Hanna 
Pease, who arrived in Clatsop 
in September 1849, bought the 
property from Wirt for $1,200. 


Wirt took out Claim #47 | 


which was located at the foot 
of S.E. 9th and Anchor Aven- 
ue. The Wirts began to build 
their new home about the loca- 
tion where Mike Balensifer’s 
new home is located at 947 
S.E. Anchor. A Mr. Walker 
took the contract to build the 
home which took him nine 
months to complete. He was 
paid $900 and board to build 
the home. The 3,000 bricks for 
the chimney came from around 
the Horn and cost $165. The 
lumber cost $75 a thousand in 
the rough and came from the 
mill on the east bank of the 
O’Hanna River, near Seaside. 
The house was 32-feet square 
and two stories high with eight 
rooms, nine-foot ceilings and a 
parlor 16-feet square. Mr. 


Evans plastered the house 
throughout, making it the first 
plastered house in Clatsop 
County. 


In the early days, many danc- 
ing parties and good suppers 
were enjoyed at the Wirt home. 
Agustus and Susan had four 
children, John, Hattie, lone and 
Omer, all born in the 1850s. 


The Wirts kept a hotel and 
horses and wagons for hire for 
25 years. Their place was call- 
ed Clatsop House Inn and 
boarding house-grocery store. 
In the late 1860s, he operated a 
horse-drawn stage transporting 
tourists south to Summer 
House located where Seaside is 
now. 

The Wirt home became a 
polling place at election time. 


Agustus was one of the 19 men 
who voted at Yellowbank, "Lex- 
ington" on June 1, 1846. 

Wirt and his wife lived toge- 
ther in their home for 52 years. 
Susan died Feb. 29, 1905 and 
was the last survivor of the 
Whitman massacre. Agustus 
died of a heart attack on Sept. 
21, 1905 at the age of 91 and is 
laid to rest at Ocean View 
Cemetery.

This is the home of Emilie "Millie" Bosshart and Anna M. 
& Allen H. Tetlow. The women were sisters. It was 
purchased by the three of them in 1925 for $4000 from 
George Schmidt who built the house in 1915. Anna and 
Allen's only child, Anne Marie, was 9 years old when they 
moved in. The maternal parents also come to live with them 
in their later years. 

D. K. Warren, a wealthy lumberman, owned a vast 
tract of land before the turn of the century. He envisioned 
that this area would become a big seaport. So he planned 
the town of Warrenton. First he laid out the main street and 
elm planted poplar trees down its length. Then he offered free 
: : we = [and to anyone who would build a business or a substantial 
house. 

Their father, Jakob Bosshart, an immigrant from Switzerland, built the first business in 1899 next to the 
railroad tracks that used to run east and west through the north end of the business area. It was named The 
Elk Saloon. He never let anyone over-drink nor behave badly. He also had a blacksmith shop in the back 
where friends would gather. His wife Anna Frieda came from Germany. They had six children. 

Annie was a wonderful cook and homemaker. Her hobby was flower gardening, sewing, quilting and 
crocheting. She did quality needlework. She worked for many years at the D. K. Warren estate in the 
cookhouse. 

Allen Tetlow worked in a survey boat during their first years of marriage. Then he was hired by the 
Prouty Lumber and Box Company , working in various capacities including maintaining the engines as 
engineer or millwright, until retirement. He was a sweet, quiet and stable man. 

Millie worked in town as secretary in the sawmill. She loved this work. She had a head for numbers, 
was so outgoing and witty with customers, and was so efficient that she practically ran the mill herself. 

At one time everyone knew Millie, and she could name just about everyone in town too--and their car 
license numbers. Several young men were taken by her and asked for her hand, but she turned them down 
preferring to live at home with the family. She became the family chauffeur at age 20 when she bought her 
first car! 

Millie always had an eye for pretty things. When she was working she bought nice things. People 
enjoyed giving her gifts too, because she was so delighted and grateful. Much of the furniture and 
needlepoint work came from their sister Elizabeth who died childless of cancer in 1938. Many other nice 
pieces were given to the family by a Norwegian ship captain who boarded with the family when his ship 
was in port. These were mostly Oriental objects. 

Allen died in 1962 and Anna at age 92 in 1985. Millie lived in this big house alone without her beloved 
Annie for 13 years. She was able to finish out her life here with the help of wonderful caregivers who were 
with her the last two and a half years until until her death August 6, 2001.
